In the case of the State of Ohio

Crime Not Known Until Dead Body 


Was Found 200 Yards From 


Small Police Station. 


Baltimore, Dec. 26.—(King Davis, 


a negro, aged 28, "who last Saturday 
night, shot and killed Frederick A. 
Schwab, white at Pairfield, Anne Ar- 
undel -county, was taken from t'<e 
lockup at Brooklyn, a suburb of B^I- 
timore, early Christmas day and shot 
to death by a small party of un- 
known men. 


Davis, who was also known by the 


name of Johnson, was dragged to a 
spot about 200 yards from the sta- 
tion and shot through the lungs four 
times. 


His body was not discovered until 
several hours laiter by a passer-by, 
"who notified the police. No all-night 
guard is kept at the station, and the 
police had no knowledge of the af- 
fair until the finding of the body 
was reported. 
Chief Irwin at once 


started an investigation. 
Up to this 


evening he said he had no clew to the 
perpetrators of tue deed.

Chase said that Davis 'fought des- 
perately and shrieked for mercy, but 
his cries were quickly silenced by a 
blow on the head, which stretched 
him unconscious. 


No noise or Queries were heard by 


the near neighbors except the shots 
and no attention was paid to these, 
as they were thought to have 'been 
iired by Christmas merry-makers. 


Between the station and the scene 


of the lynching the grass was tramp- 
ed down and there was a trail of 
blood, indicating that Davis was bad- 
ly beaten before he was taken out. 


A jury of inquest returned a ver- 


dict that Davis came to his death by 
bullet wounds inflicted 
by parties 


unknown to the jury.

brother of the dead man, and Davis. 
Schwab claimed the negro called him 
vile names.

brother's quarrel with 
Davis, who 


drew a pistol and sent a bullet into 
Schwab's heart, killing him instantly. 
Davis then fired two shots at Frank 
Schwab without effect, and fled, but 
was arrested an hour later. He said 
he shot in self defense, 
declaring 


that Frederick bchwab had struck 
him.

train, how many kept pure bred poul- 
try. 
Of a total number of 14S3 peo- 


ple, 
who 'were .asked this question, 


only 142 answered in the affirmative. 
This means that less than 10 per 
cent keep pure bred poultry, -w.hich 
is considered to be a very small per- 
centage, especially 
since tbe pure 


bred birds are so much more profita- 
ble. Professor Jacoby says that pure 
bred poultry consumes less feed, pro- 
duces more eggs and is worth at least 
one fourth more to the farmer than 
mongrel stock.

Revived By Culture 


W. W. Unterzuber, 
of Belmont 


Countv. Ohio, has a 74 year old Rox- 
bury Russet apple tree that produced 
this past season 58 bushels and 8 
pounds of fruit, according to his own 
statement 
ITp until 3 years ago it 


had never borne a bushel of mer- 
hantable apples. Mr. Unterzuber re- 
cently told a representative of the 
College of Agriculture, Ohio State 
University, how this change came 
about. Three years ago an old man 
from Iowa came to his fai m to see, 
as he said, the old home place once 
more before he died 
He told Mr 


Unterzuber that the apple tree in 
question had been planted in 3833. 
This aioused Mr. Unterziiber's inter- 
est and hp decided to give the old 
tree a chance 
It -was caipfully 


pruned and fertilized with manure 
and commercial fertilizer The rough 
bark was scraped off the trunk, and 
the tree thoroughly spraved. 
Next 


season the tree gave a crop of 24 
bushels of apples 
The fertilizing, 


pinning, spraying and inulclung woi<» 
continued with the results, last (all 
as stated above.
